Crowned Heads of German States 
Observe Anniversary. 


COMMENT ON: HIS. REIGN. 


Tendency of Liberal Press Is to Let 
Bygones Be Bygones. 


BERLIN. Jan. 27.—The fiftieth anniversary 
of the birth of Emperor William was cele-. 
brated today in an unusual manner. All 
the crowned heads of the German states, 
excepting the aged Luitpold, regent of Ba- 
varia, came to Berlin to present their con- 
gratulations. The city is decorated with 
flags and the illumination this evening was 
on an uncommen scale. 3 
According to the old Prussian tradition 
the day was ushered in at 6 o'clock by the 
intoning of the chorus from the tower of 
the castle by .a-corps of trumpeters. At 8 


- o'clock the eastle guard, headed by a mili- 


tary band, marched the length of Unter den 
Linden to the Brandenburg Gate, and back. 
The people cheered the emperor when he 
appeared at one of the castle windows. The 
emperor and empress received congratula- 
tiage before the throne in the castle. 


Retrospects of Reign. 

All the newspapers of Berlin devote lead- 
ing articles to the anniversary, and publish 
retrospects of the kaliser’s reign. AIL the 
ccmment is more or lees tinged with the re- 
cent ‘ crisis” growing out of the publication 
by the London Daily Telegraph of an tnter- 
view with his majesty on foreignaffairs. The 
tendency with the more liberal newspapers 
is to let bygones be bygones and to hope for 
a better future. It is noted also that the 
emperor is observing the spirit of assurances 
given Chancellor von Buelow on Nov. 17 and 
his restricting his personal rdle in the affairs 
of the na‘ign. 
Ambassador Hill. in congratulating his 
majesty, announced thet Adolphus Busch 
will increase his subscription for the erec- 
tion of the Germanic museum at Harvard

Only yesterday M. Coquelin recited gayly 
long passages of [ne gecrumes pena | 
of his friends, but he succumbed suddénly at 
midnight to an acute attack of embolism, 
from which he long had been a sufferer. 

The French press pays a high ‘tribute to 
the genius of M. Coquelin, whom it considers 
to" have been one of the greatest theatrical 
figures of the age. Almost all the papers 
recall his lest success in Sardou’s “ The 
Poison Affair.” The Temps says: 

“M. Coquelin will be mourned by every 
one—by the authors, of whom he was a 
brillient interpreter; by the public, of whom 
he was the idol; by the great and humble, 
and by poor actora, of whom he was the 
bénefactor.” 

On behalf of President Fallieres, M. War- 
enne, the president's secretary, left tonight 
for Port aux Dames to pay his lest respects 
to the distinguished actor. The funeral will 
be held on Fridey at Port aux Dames, M. 
Coquelin having expressed a desire to be 
buried In the cemetery of the home for.aged 
actors, of which inatitution he was the 
originator. 

Sketch of His Career. 


Benolt-Constant Coquelin, known ae Coque- 
lin Aine. was the best known actor on the 
French stage. He wes born at Boulogne- 
Sur-Mer, Jan. 238. 1841. the son of a baker. 
Deciding to go upon the stage he was ad- 
mitted to the coneervatory In 1859. He se- 
cured the first prize in comedy in 1860. 

He made his debut at the Comédie Fran- 
caisee in “Ia Depit Amoureux”™ the same 
year, and from 1860 to 1886 he created no less 
than forty-four parts. He left the Comédte 
Francaise in 1886 and toured Europe and 
America. In the United States he had ¢ 
great success. In 1800 he returned to the 
Comédie Francaise as a pensionnaire. 

He created his famous part, Cyrano de 
Bergerac, in 1897. He made a grand tour of 
America with Sarah Bernhardt in 1900 and 
reappearal with her in ‘* L’ Aigion "’ in Paris 
in 1001. Of recent years he had been playing 
“Cyrano de Bergerac’ and other réles in 
London. 


Won Way by Hard Work. 

Undoubtedly Coquelin's genius was largely 
influenced and developed by hard work and 
his habit of taking pains. Of the latter at- 
tribute many illustrations might be given, 
like the little incident when he was re-" 
hearsing “ Guesclin’’ in Paris e few years 
ago. In one scene the populace came to pray | 
et the village cross. and in the same scene 
Coquelin. had to deliver a long and difficult 
speech. os | 
But the position of the cross was not to his 
iMking. and so ft was moved to one side, 
and the actor gave his speech there. Then 
it was changed to another position, and he 
recited hia part for the third time with the 
utmost care. Still perfection had not been 
attained, and again the cross was set up 
eleewhere anf the pleyer went over his 
speech once more, 

At least three further positions were tried, 
and thrice mote was the speech delivered, 
and then Coquelin announced his satisfaction 
that the ideal spot had been found.

Felix Faure never would have become pres!- 
dent of the French republic.
